Fire Prevention 
Week's Meaning 

Fire Chief James C. Heasley

Sierra Madre’s Parent-'Teach¬ 
er Association is promoting a 
different sort of Halloween for 
youngsters this year.

Mrs. Van Blair of Long Beach 
briefly explained mechanics 
and purposes of the project at 
the September 18 meeting of 
the P-TA.

Col. Charles Gildart, associ¬ 
ate director of Civil Defense for 
Sierra Madre, said earlier this 
week that the drill certainly 
would reveal “several deficien¬ 
cies” in the local organization. 

One of the most important 
deficiencies, he said, became 
apparent at the last CD plan¬ 
ning meeting. At that session 
only six of the 12 service chiefs 
were present. 

“This shows the lack of alter¬ 
nates in every echelon,” Col¬ 
onel Gildart stated. “And if 
there is a lack of alternates at 
present, it is likely that there 
will be when the business 
comes.” 

By “business” the colonel 
meant, of course, an enemy at¬ 
tack. 

“We’re still short a chief of 
engineering services,” he con¬ 
tinued, “due to the resignation 
of William Noel, who has been 
recalled by the Navy. And we 
have no defense shelter yet.” 

Citing the “insufficient staff 
personnel” to man the CD con¬ 
trol center, Colonel Gildart said 
there was an urgent need for 
an operations officer—prefer¬ 
ably someone with experience 
in battalion work or higher in 
the Army or Air Force, or its 
counterpart in the Navy. 

He said it would be “’greatly 
appreciated” if any such person 
saw fit to volunteer his serv¬ 
ices. 

The associate director again 
lamented the fact that Sierra 
Madre has no air raid siren 
and must still rely on the fire 
horn. 

“It is essential that Sierra 
Madre have the same signal as 
every other city in the United 
States,” he declared. 

Another civil defense defi¬ 
ciency in Sierra Madre is in 
the public’s appreciation of the 
importance of this work. Col¬ 
onel Gildart remarked, refer¬ 
ring residents to the current 
issue of Life magazine which 
contains an article describing 
what happened at Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

“It’s true that we’re not pri-

These folks will not stop long 
enough to listen to a sensible 
explanation of the cause of 
their trouble nor will they pay 
any attention to constructive 
suggestions which require some 
time and patience for accom¬ 
plishment. They expect to pay 
their money and get instant re¬ 
lief from their pain or discom¬ 
forting symptoms. They are 
firmly convinced that there is 
a pill or an Injection or an 
operation for every ache and 
pain which will furnish magic 
relief. 

It is not our intention to 
make any attempt to change 
these people’s minds. It re¬ 
quires too much effort to be 
worthwhile. There are plenty of 
reasonable people who realize 
the short-comings of magic po¬ 
tions, injections and operations. 
Greater numbers of people are 
constantly saying “why don’t 
the doctors tell us more of the 
causes of our physical suffer¬ 
ing so We can live in a way 
to prevent much of our illness? 
Why do doctors sit on a pedes¬ 
tal and try to push us around 
like cattle? They just laugh at 
us when we ask what they are 
injecting into our muscles and 
veins and say, ‘you wouldn’t 
understand, anyway; just leave 
it to me, and don’t worry’.’’ In 
this free country, those who 
want this information have a 
right to an explanation of what 
is being done to their bodies. 

It is our conviction that any 
doctor who fails to teach his 
patients to learn better habits 
of health as well as treat their 
present complaints is only per¬ 
forming half his duty.—Adv.
